(1) an acrylic polymer having both secondary hydroxy! functionality and 
functionality selected from the group consisting of carbamate functionality, 
urea functionality, and both carbamate and urea functionality and 

(2) a mixture of a first acrylic polymer with secondary hydroxyl functionality 
and a second acrylic polymer with functionality selected from the group 
consisting of carbamate functionality, urea functionality, and both 
carbamate and urea functionality; 

(b) a carbamate-functlonal or urea-functlonai material that is the reaction product of 

(1 ) a compound comprising a primary carbamate or primary urea group and an 
hydroxyl igroup and 

(2) a compound that is reactive with hydroxyl groups on a plurality of 
molecules of compound (1), but that is not reactive with the cari^amate or 
urea groups on compound (1); and 

(c) a crossiinking component comprising a crosslinker reactive active hydrogen 
groups.

2. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to daim 1 . wherein said 
composition comprises acrylic polymer (a)(1). 

3. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 2, wherein said 
acrylic polymer (a)(1) has primary carbamate functionality. 

4. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 1, wherein said 
composition comprises mixture (a)(2). 

5. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 4. wherein said 
second acrylic polymer has primary carbamate functionality. 

6. (original) A clearcoat coating composltton according to claim 1 , wherein said 
secondary hydroxy! functionality Is formed by reaction of a glycidyi group with a 
carboxyiic acid group. 

7. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , wherein said 
acrylic polymer or acrylic polymers of (a) have weight average molecular weights of at 
least about 2400- 

S. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , wherein said 
acrylic polymer or acrylic polymers of (a) have weight average molecular weights of at 
least about 4000. 
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9. (original) A clearcoat coaling connposltlon according to claim 1 , wherein said 
acrylic polymer or acrylic polymers of (a) have weight average molecular weights of up 
to about 5000. 

1 0. (original) A ciearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , wherein said 
acrylic polymer (3)(1) or said first acrylic polymer of (a)(2) has an hydroxyi equivalent 
weight of up to about 600 grams per equivalent. 

1 1 . (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , wherein said 
acrylic polymer (a)(1 ) or said first acrylic polymer of (a)(2) has an hydroxyi equivalent 
weight of at least about 1 50 grams per equivalent. 

12. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , wherein said 
acrylic polymer (a)(1) or said second acrylic polymer of (a)(2) has a carbamate 
equivalent weight of up to about 700 grams per equivalent 

13. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , wherein said 
acrylic polymer (a)(1) or said second acrylic polymer of (a)(2) has a carbamate 
equivalent weight of at least about 350 grams per equivalent. 

1 4. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to dalm 1 , wherein 
compound (b)(1) is a member selected from the group consisting of hydroxyethyl 
carbamate, hydroxypropyl carbamate, and hydroxybutyl carbamate. 
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1 5. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , wherein 
CGmpcLind (b)(2) is a member selected from tlie group consisting of tlie isocyanurate 
of isophorone diisocyanate and the isocyanurate of hexamethylene diisocyanate. 

1 6. (original) A dearcoat coating composition according to ciaim 1 , wherein the 
ciearcoat coating composition comprises about 5 weight percent to about 30 weight 
percent of the compound (b), based on the vehicle weight. 

17. (orlginai) A dearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , wherein the 
clearcoat coating composition comprises about 10 weight percent to about 15 weight 
percent of the compound (b), based on the vehicle weight. 

1 8. (original) A dearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , further 
comprising a carbamate-functional or urea-functional material comprising at least two 
functional groups, at least one of which is a carbamate or urea group that is the reaction 
product of 

(1 ) an hydroxy! group of a first compound that is the result of a ring-opening reaction 
between a compound with an epoxy group and a compound with an organic acid 
group and 

(2) cyanic acid or a carbamate or urea group-containing compound. 
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1 9. (original) A dearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , furtlier 
comprisiRg a carbamate-functlonal or urea-functional material that is the reaction 
product of 

(1) a compound comprising a carbamate or urea group and an active hydrogen 

group that is reactive with (2), and 
(2} a lactone or a hydroxy carboxyllc acid. 

20. (original) A ciearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 . further 
comprising a carbamate-functlonal or urea-functional material that is the reaction 
product of 

(A) the reaction product of 

(1 ) a compound comprising a primary carbamate or primary urea group and 
an hydroxyl group and 

(2) a lactone or a hydroxy carboxyllc acid 

and 

(5) a compound that is reactive wrth hydroxyl groups on a plurality of molecules of 
compound (A), but that is not reactive with the carbamate or urea groups on 
compound (A). 

21 . (original) A ciearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , further 
comprising a carbamate-functlonal or urea-functional material that is the reaction 
product of 

(A) the reaction product of 
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(1) a compound comprising a primary carbamate or primary urea group and 
an hydroxy! group and 

! 

(2) a lactone or a hydroxy carboxylic acid 

and 

(B) a compound that converts an hydroxy! group on (A) to a carbamate group, or a 
compound comprising a group that is reactive with a hydroxy! group and a 
carbamate or urea group or group that can be converted to carbamate or urea. 

22. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to ciaim 1 , further 
comprising a carbamate-functional material that is the reaction product of 

(1) a first material that Is the reaction product of a mixture including at least a 
polylsocyanaie and an active hydrogen-containing chain extension agent with 

(2) a compound comprising a group that is reactive with said first material and a 
carbamate group or group that can be converted to a carbamate group. 

23. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to ciaim 1 , comprising a 
further material having at least two carbamate groups and a hydrocarbon moiety having 
about 24 to about 72 carbon atoms. 

24. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 23, wherein the 
further material has from two to four carbamate groups. 
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25. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 23, wherein the 
further material has two carbamate groups. 

26. (original) A dearcoat coating composition according to claim 23, wherein the 
hydrocarbon moiety has from about 36 to about 72 carbon atoms. 

27. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 23, wherein the 
hydrocarbon moiety has from about 36 to about 54 carbon atoms. 

28. {original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 23, wherein the 
hydrocarbon moiety has about 36 carbon atoms. 

29. (original) A clearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , comprising a 
further material having a structure selected from the group consisting of 
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R = C5-Cs 

wherein each R group is independently an alkyi of 5 to 8 carbon atoms. 

30. (original) A dearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 , wherein (c) is 
an aminoplast crosslinker. 

31 . (originai] A dearcoat coating composition according to claim 1 . wherein (c) is 
a meiamine formaldehyde crosslinker.
